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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the supporting 
structure recited in claim 5 must be shovyn or the feature(s) canceled from the daim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure

Specification 
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The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification contains claim numbers at pages 2 and 3. The presence of claim numbers 
in the specification is prohibitted. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 
at line 5, it appears that the second occurance of "grill" should be deleted; In claim 4 at 
line 2, "from" should read "form". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Quet et al. 

There is disclosed in Quet a grilling device comprising, grooved grill bars 24 
placed in parallel to each other a spaced distance apart to form a grill having openings 
which allow heat rays emitted from a heat source 21 to contact foodstuff directly without 
encountering any obstnjctions during grilling. 

In regards to the width ranges, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art to use the claimed widths, since it has been held that where general conditions of a 
claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges • 
involves only routine skill in the art. One skilled in the art would know that adjusting the 
distance between the bars would control the amount of heat rays directly contacting the 
food items and its cooking time. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patent to Pappas and European reference 0099551 are cited 
for their disclosure of the state of the art.
